Under Fire

The local post office has been
under fire in recent weeks on
grounds of the following &om-
plaints: poor parcel post TP
evies, /lateness in; ghe. distriei
tion of mail to post office boxes,
failure to clear all first class
mail each day, Inefficiency, mis-
management, partiality in mak-
Ing promotions, handling of the
registry, failure to adjust
routes, and use of government
workers for private tasks dur-
ing working hours.

Correcting Conditions

Since conditions in the local
post office were exposed by the
Torrance Press some weeks ago,
active attempts have been made
by post office officials to over-
come objections raised by the
community. :

The speed with which this has
taken place is also evidence that
action by the Federal govern-
ment is being taken in regard
to local conditions. It is still
questionable whether the hur-
ried attempts to improve these

conditions have been taken in
time to escape unfavorable
findingf.
